Tue Lineuistic Society or America held its Thirteenth Special Summer 
Meeting at the University of California on Friday and Saturday, 13-14 July 
1951, in conjunction with the Linguistic Institute on the Berkeley campus of 
the University of California. The series of lectures and other programs offered 
by the Institute and the University of California induced many members to 
extend their stay beyond the meeting dates in order to participate in these 
discussions. 

Tue First Session was called to order by Mr. Whatmough at 1:30 p.m. 
About 100 persons were present. After an address of welcome by A. R. Davis, 
Dean of the College of Letters and Science of the University of California, papers 
1-5 were read and discussed. The session was adjourned at 5:15 p.m. 

THE SEconpD SEssIon was called to order by Mr. Whatmough at 8 p.m. Again 
about 100 persons were present. Papers 6-9 were read and discussed. The ses- 
sion was adjourned at 10 p.m. 

THE Turrp Session was called to order at 9:30 a.m., July 14th, by Mr. What- 
mough. About the same number of persons were present. Papers 10-14 were 
read and discussed. The session was adjourned at 11:50 a.m. 

Tue Fourts Session was called to order at 1:30 p.m. by Mr. Whatmough. 
Papers 14—-19 were read and discussed. At the end of the session Mr. Voegelin 
presented the following resolutions on behalf of the Committee on Resolutions 
(C. F. Voegelin, chairman; H. B. Allen, H. C. Conklin). The resolutions were 
unanimously passed. 


In view of the many courtesies extended to the Linguistic Society of America during its 
annual summer meeting at the University of California, be it resolved that our deep ap- 
preciation is extended to Alva R. Davis, Dean of the College of Letters and Science, who so 
graciously welcomed us; to C. Douglas Chrétien and the other members of the Administra- 
tive Committee of the Linguistic Institute, who have been alert to our various practical and 
scholarly needs; to Joshua Whatmough for his charming and effective presiding over the 
session; to Archibald A. Hill for his efficient keeping of time and records; and last though 
by no means least, to Peter A. Boodberg, constant champion of all linguistic enterprises 
at the University of California, including the present Linguistic Institute. 

Whereas our long-time friend and colleague, Edgar H. Sturtevant, has been prevented 
by illness from attending this meeting, be it further resolved that the Society extends to 
him its sincere regrets over his absence, and its earnest hopes for his speedy recovery.

Mr. Whatmough called THe First Session to order at 9 a.m. on Saturday, 
December 29th. About 70 persons were present. Papers 1-7 were read and dis- 
cussed. The session was adjourned at 11:50 a.m. 

THE SEconp SEssIon was called to order by Mr. Whatmough at 2 p.m. About 
100 persons were present. Papers 8-14 were read and discussed. The session was 
adjourned at 5:20 p.m. 

THE ANNUAL INFORMAL Banquet for members and their guests was held at 
8 p.M., with 57 members in attendance. After the banquet, Mr. Whatmough read 
the Presidential Address, Religio Grammatici. The paper by Mr. Sturtevant 
scheduled for the same session was omitted in his absence. 

Tue Tutrp Session was called to order by Mr. Whatmough at 9 a.m. on 

6 
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Sunday, December 30th, with about 60 persons present. Papers 17-20 were read 
and discussed. The session was adjourned at 11 a.m. 

THE Business Mretine (Fourtu Session) was thereupon called to order. 
The minutes of the preceding meeting were called for. The Secretary reported 
that the minutes of the Twenty-Fifth Annual Meeting, held in Chicago on 29- 
30 December 1950, had already been printed in Bulletin No. 24 and had been 
distributed to members of the Society; and that the minutes of the Thirteenth 
Summer Meeting, held in Berkeley on 13-14 July 1951, would appear shortly 
in Bulletin No. 25. It was voted that the reading of these minutes be dispensed 
with, and that they be accepted. 


The Secretary presented the following report, which was ordered received and 
filed : 


The personal membership, excluding Honorary Members, was reported to the Society 
as 829 on 15 December 1950. This number, however, contained 26 who were dropped for non- 
payment of dues before the end of the year, making a net membership (apart from Honorary 
Members) of 803 at the start of the year. On 15 December 1951 the net membership was 822 
after all losses. There were 110 new memberships, and in addition a number have been 
received too late to count. Twenty-eight were dropped for non-payment of dues before 
closing the rolls, and there were 18 resignations. W. E. Richmond resigned as of the end of 
1949, and R. N. Adams and Charles Grimm as of the end of 1950. Fifteen resigned during 
1951: Bart, Bigos, Cardose, Fulmer, Gerstung, Houston, Kozumplik, LoBue, McLain, Nor- 
ris, Paschall, Taylor, Van Horn, Welker, and Wood. In addition, one member, Stanley 
Rundle, became untraceable. 

We regretfully record the death of seven members: James A. Kleist and Clarence A. 
Mills Sr., in 1950; Harold H. Bender on 16 August 1951; Joseph Dunn on 9 April 1951; Rob- 
ert J. Kellogg on 29 April 1951; Robert J. Menner on 4 April 1951; and William B. 8. Smith 
on 29 November 1951. 

The Society started the year with twenty-five Honorary Members, two having been 
elected at the 1950 meeting. During the year we lost C. C. Uhlenbeck, through death on 
August 12th. 

It should also be reported that the Society has re-established its free list of European 
scholars, and that 62 scholars have accepted this honor. In addition, one more has accepted 
to begin with 1952. 

Domestic Library subscriptions were 181, of which 10 were new and one was a renewal. 
This represents a net gain of seven over the last reported figure. 

Foreign Library subscriptions were 197, of which 66 were new—the largest figure being 
27 for Amerika Haus. There were also four renewals. This represents a net increase of 30 
over the last reported figure.

On behalf of the Executive Committee, Mr. Hill presented the following 
report: 


During 1951, the Executive Committee took the following action by correspondence:

1. Regretfully declined the invitation of the University of Michigan to hold a second 
summer meeting at Ann Arbor. 

2. Voted that papers be read by other than their authors only when the author’s absence 
is caused by serious illness or act of God. 

3. Decided to do all in its power to avoid meeting on dates which would conflict with 
the Modern Language Association of America, the American Philological Association, and 
the American Anthropological Association. 

4. Rejected a proposal to hold a second Linguistic Institute in 1952 and 1953. 

5. Elected the Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute for 1952 (C. F. 
Voegelin, Director; A. A. Hill, Associate Director; T. A. Sebeok, Assistant Director; J. G. 
Ferrell [later resigned], G. Herzog, F. W. Householder, H. V. Velten, H. Whitehall). W. F. 
Twaddell was elected Collitz Professor. To the Committee as above constituted, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee delegated authority to make arrangements for the summer meeting of 
the Society. 

6. Selected papers for the Twenty-Sixth Annual Meeting. 


The Executive Committee held a special meeting on the Berkeley campus of the Uni- 
versity of California on July 13. Present were J. Whatmough, presiding; A. A. Hill, H. 
Hoijer, Y. Malkiel, B. Bloch as proxy for J M. Cowan, and E. Adelaide Hahn as proxy 
for R. L. Ward. A. W. Read was not represented. Present by constitutional provision but 
without vote were M. B. Emeneau and Y. R. Chao, and C. D. Chrétien by invitation. The 
last-named presented an informal report on the Linguistic Institute. 

The Committee heard the report of the Committee on the place of the Linguistic In- 
stitute, and accepted the invitation of Indiana University for 1952 and 1953. The invitations 
of Michigan and Chicago were regretfully declined. The Committee also fixed the date and 
place of the Twenty-Sixth Annual Meeting, and directed that a notice should appear in 
the third number of Laneuaag, and should also be mailed out by September 15th, with the 
deadline for acceptance fixed at October 15th. 

The Committee elected new members of the Society up to July Ist, and appointed R. L. 
Ward and F. G. Lounsbury as liaison officers with the American Philological Association and 
the American Anthropological Association respectively. 


The Executive Committee of the Linguistic Society held its regular meeting in the after- 
noon and again in the evening of 28 December 1951, in the Hotel New Yorker. Present 
were J. Whatmough, presiding; J M. Cowan, A. A. Hill, A. W. Read, B. Bloch as proxy 
for R. L. Ward, C. F. Hockett as proxy for H. Hoijer, and Mary R. Haas as proxy for Y. 
Malkiel. Present by constitutional provision but without vote were E. Adelaide Hahn, W. 
F. Twaddell, and N. A. McQuown, and Edith Claflin by invitation. In the evening meeting, 
M. Joos acted for Mr. Cowan, and Miss Hahn for Mr. Read. 

New members to December 15th were elected, and a number of members, retired from 
the active pursuit of their professions, were recommended to the Society for exemption 
from payment of dues. 

It was voted to discontinue the appointment of a delegate to the American Documenta- 
tion Institute. In connection with a project referred to the Committee on Research, it was 
voted that the Secretary be empowered to write to Margaret M. Bryant, Chairman of the 
Usage Committee of the National Council of Teachers of English, expressing the sense of 
the Executive Committee of the Linguistic Society that a scholarly dictionary of American 
English usage is a desideratum. 

The Executive Committee thanked the Trustees of the Society and Mr. Sehrt for their 
careful guarding of the Society’s interests in the settlement and investment of the Collitz 
bequest. 

It was decided to reconstitute the Committee on the Nomination of Honorary Members 
with a membership of three and replacement of one member each year. It was further de- 
cided that no member was to be reappointed for a period of five years after his last service. 
Accordingly Mr. Whatmough appointed A. Goetze to serve for three years, E. Haugen to 
serve for two years, and Y. Malkiel (chairman) to serve for one year. 





PROCEEDINGS OF THE NEW YORK MEETING 1951 13 


The dates and place of the Twenty-Seventh Annual Meeting were fixed as Boston (later 
amended to Cambridge), on 27-28 December 1952, with the possibility of using the 29th 
if three days should prove necessary. 

A proposal for a symposium on symbolic logic and other symposia at the Annual Meeting 
was discussed. It was voted that the summer meeting be thrown open to symposia when 
the situation merits it, and that the Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute 
be informed of this action. 

The future of the Linguistic Institute after 1953 was discussed at length, and a number 
of decisions were reached. It was voted— 

1. That it was the sense of the meeting that the entire income from the Linguistic In- 
stitute Endowment, including that for the Collitz Professorship, should go to only one 
institution each year, so long as the income remains essentially at its present level. 

2. That several institutes might be authorized each year, all to bear essentially the same 
title, namely ‘The Linguistic Institute at X University, under the Auspices of the Linguistic 
Society of America and X University’. 

3. That it was the sense of the meeting that for some years after 1953 the Summer Meet- 
ing of the Linguistic Society should be held each year at that university where the Collitz 
chair is placed. 

4. That generalized specifications for a satisfactory summer linguistic institute be drawn 
up, as follows: 
a. The staff must number at least ten, of whom at least five must be visitors from other 
institutions. 
b. There must be general introductory work and advanced specialized work in several 
linguistic fields. 
c. There must be a program of general lectures and discussions on linguistic problems. 
d. The whole program must have the approval of the Executive Committee of the 
Linguistic Society of America. 
5. That the drawing up of more detailed specifications for Linguistic Institute programs 


be left to a committee. Mr. Whatmough accordingly appointed a committee consisting of 
M. Joos, W. F. Twaddell, and C. F. Hockett. 


During 1951, Mr. Whatmough, acting for the Executive Committee, appointed the 
following delegates to inaugurals and ceremonies: J. Whatmough at the inauguration of 
J. R. Everett as President of Hollins College on April 15th and 16th; N. A. McQuown at 
the inauguration of L. A. Kimpton as Chancellor of the University of Chicago on October 
18th; O. Springer at the Centennial Exercises of St. Joseph’s College on October 26th to 
28th; H. Kurath at the inauguration of H. H. Hatcher as President of the University of 
Michigan on November 27th; and F. H. Fowler at the inauguration of H. Harvill as Presi- 
dent of the University of Arizona on November 16th. 


It was voted that this report be received and filed. 
Mr. Bloch, Editor and Chairman of the Society’s Committee on Publications, 
presented the following report, which was ordered received and filed: 


During the year 1951 the Society published Volume 27 of the journal Language (614 
pages) and Bulletin No. 24 (60 pages). 

For the second year in succession the size of the journal sets a new record. The current 
volume is 12.5 percent larger than last year’s, 41 percent larger than the average of the 
ten volumes before that. Most of the increase is due to an unusually large number of reviews, 
some of them unusually long: there are 74 this year, as compared with 42 last year and an 
average of less than 22 in all the years before this one. 

Printing costs are high, and getting higher; our income from dues, which is all we have 
to finance our publications, has remained essentially stable. All that could reasonably have 
been hoped for, under these conditions, was that our journal should hold its own. That it 
has been allowed to do so much more than this, and that our financial credit at the printer’s 
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appears to be as sound as ever, is wholly due to the skill and care of our new Treasurer. 
How he has worked this miracle I do not pretend to understand; I can only thank him. 

I owe him thanks also for the many ways in which he has helped me during his first year 
as Business Manager, for his intelligent and sensitive cooperation, for his scrupulous at- 
tention to all the details that must be taken care of in the Society’s office. He is a new broom, 
it is true, and certainly he sweeps marvelously well; but his manner of sweeping promises 
to confute the cynical implications of the proverb. 

It remains to extend my thanks to the other members of the Committee on Publications, 
for their occasional advice on matters of general policy; to the scholars who have read con- 
tributions for me and have given me their opinion; and to the staff of our printer, the 
Waverly Press—particularly Mr. Albert Beehler, whose active interest in our publications 
has been of the utmost help to me. 


The Secretary presented the following report for Mr. Chrétien, Director of 
the Linguistic Institute for 1951 at the University of California: 


The 1951 Linguistic Institute was sponsored jointly by the Linguistic Society of America 
and the University of California. Sessions were held on the Berkeley campus from June 
18th to July 28th. The Administrative Committee comprised C. Douglas Chrétien, Uni- 
versity of California, Director; Edgar H. Sturtevant, Yale University, Associate Director; 
Madison 8. Beeler, University of California, Assistant Director; E. Adelaide Hahn, Hunter 
College; and Yuen Ren Chao, Murray B. Emeneau, Mary R. Haas, and Oleg A. Maslenikov, 
all University of California. 

The staff of the Institute consisted of E. Bagby Atwood, University of Texas; Madison 
8S. Beeler, University of California; Bernard Bloch, Yale University; Yuen Ren Chao, 
Univereity of California; C. Douglas Chrétien, University of California; Murray B. Eme- 
neau, University of California; Mary R. Haas, University of California; E. Adelaide Hahn, 
Hunter College; Harry Hoijer, University of California at Los Angeles; Arthur E. Hutson, 
University of California; Yakov Malkiel, University of California; Oleg A. Maslenikov, 
University of California; David W. Reed, University of California; Alfred Senn, University 
of Pennsylvania; Edgar H. Sturtevant, Yale University; Francis J. Whitfield, University 
of California. Miss Hahn held the Collitz Professorship. We were happy to have Paavo 
Ravila of the University of Helsinki in residence for the entire session, and Charles F. 
Voegelin of Indiana University for the last three weeks. 

We regret exceedingly that illness prevented Mr. Sturtevant from completing the ses- 
sion, and are very grateful to Miss Hahn for teaching his course. 

There were 201 students in attendance in 28 courses. Of these, seven had the doctorate 
in philosophy and one in medicine. Of the remainder, 38 had the A.M. degree, one the B.D., 
and one the M.Bus.Ad. Enrollments in individual courses ranged from one to 26. 

Seventeen public lectures were given on Wednesday afternoons and on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings. Of these, five were given by visiting lecturers whose expenses were 
paid wholly or in part by Institute funds: Fang-Kwei Li of the University of Washington, 
Charles F. Voegelin of Indiana University, Henry M. Hoenigswald of the University of 
Pennsylvania, Joshua Whatmough of Harvard University, and George Herzog of Indiana 
University. Three others—Archibald A. Hill of the University of Virginia, Paavo Ravila of 
the University of Helsinki, and Robert H. Robins of the University of London—gave 
lectures without cost to the Institute. The remaining lectures were given by members of 
the Institute staff: Bloch, Senn, Atwood, Chao, Sturtevant, Hahn, Beeler, and Malkiel. 

A feature of the Institute was the Symposium on American Indian Linguistics, held on 
July 7th, sponsored jointly with the Department of Anthropology, University of California. 
Institute funds provided expenses for Charles F. Voegelin of Indiana University, Melville 
Jacobs of the University of Washington, and Abraham M. Halpern of the Rand Corporation. 
Messrs. Hoijer and Rowe and Miss Haas of the University of California, and Messrs. W. O. 
Bright and R. H. Robins also took part. 8. A. Barrett, Emeritus Director of the Milwaukee 
Public Museum, presided. 
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The Linguistic Society contributed $2162.45 to the support of the Institute, this amount 
being the income from the Collitz bequest and from the Endowment Fund of the Linguistic 
Institute. 

The Director wishes to express his sincere gratitude to Mr. Emeneau, who stepped into 
the job of running the Institute during its difficult opening days while the Director was 
kept home by illness. Mr. Emeneau was also responsible for the high quality of the lecture 
program and the symposium. 


The Secretary presented the following report for Mr. Trager, the Society’s 
delegate to the American Association for the Advancement of Science: 


At section H of the AAAS meeting, the standard of papers was high, and though many 
of the authors showed that cultural anthropologists still need more awareness of linguistic 
structure and methodology, they are more and more doing the detailed observation of 
behavior items as such, rather than in large complexes, that linguists have been doing for 
some time. One paper especially, by R. Birdwhistell of the University of Louisville, on the 
analysis of bodily movements as communication, tied in closely with work on vocal gestures 
now being done at the Foreign Service Institute.

The Secretary reported that all nominees of the Nominating Committee had 
signified their willingness to serve if elected, and that no other nominations had 
been received by mail ballot. The President called for nominations from the floor, 
but there were none. On unanimous vote the Secretary was instructed to cast 
one ballot for all nominees of the Nominating Committee, who were accordingly 
declared elected. 

After the reading of reports, the Society proceeded to questions requiring de- 
cision by vote, and took the following actions: 

1. The Society voted to exempt the following members from further payment 
of dues, in accord with the recommendation of the Executive Committee: W. 
E. Clark, Cornelia Coulter, C. M. Lotspeich, W. A. Read, and C+ E. Werling. 

2. On motion by Mr. Bloch, voted to amend the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution by adding the words ‘and Dissertations’ immediately after the 
words ‘Language Monographs’ in section 11 of Article IT. 

3. Passed the proposed amendment by a vote of 42 to 2. A copy of the Con- 
stitution as amended is appended to these Proceedings. 

4. Voted that new dues, to be effective on 1 January 1953, would be $8.00 
annually for regular and subscribing members, and $4.00 annually for student 
members. 
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5. On motion of Mr. Collins, adopted the following resolution: 


The Linguistic Society of America, recognizing the part played by local linguistic clubs 
in furthering the study of language, encourages the forming of such groups and welcomes 
_ their members into the fellowship of our discipline. The Society suggests that the names 
of such clubs and news concerning their activities may be regarded as suitable matter for 
publication in Lanevagags, if this should prove practicable at some future date. 


The President appointed a Committee on Resolutions consisting of N. A. 
McQuown, Mary R. Haas, and M. Berg. The business meeting was adjourned 
at 12:15 P.M. 

Tue Firru Session was called to order by Mr. Whatmough at 2 p.m. About 
80 persons were present. Papers 21-27 were read and discussed. 

Mr. Whatmough called rue Srxrx Session to order at 8 p.m. About 50 persons 
were present. Papers 28-32 were read and discussed. Eight papers were presented 
by title. 

At the end of the session, Mr. McQuown presented the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted:

CONSTITUTION 
OF THE 
LINGUISTIC SOCIETY OF AMERICA 
AS AMENDED TO THE END OF 1951 


ARTICLE I. NAME AND OBJECT 


1. This Society shall be known as the Lineuistic Socrery or AMERICA. 
2. Its object shall be the advancement of the scientific study of language. 


ArticLe II. MEmBErs 


1. There shall be six classes of members: regular members, student members, 
life members, benefactors (all the foregoing to be known as active members), 
honorary members, and subscribing members. 

2. Any person may become a regular member by vote of the Executive Com- 
mittee and payment of dues for the year in which his membership is to begin. 

3. On or before December 31 of each year, each regular member shall pay to 
the Treasurer an annual fee as dues, in an amount fixed by vote of the Society 
on recommendation of the Executive Committee. If a member does not pay his 
dues within the time prescribed, he shall forfeit the rights of membership (as 
hereafter specified) while his default continues; but these rights shall be restored 
to him on the payment of all arrears. A member in default for two years shall 
be dropped from membership. A member may pay his dues in advance for one 
or more years, and such dues shall not be affected by any change in the amount 
of dues voted by the Society after the date on which they were paid. 

4. Any undergraduate or graduate student regularly enrolled as a candidate 
for a degree in a North American college or university may become a student 
member by vote of the Executive Committee and payment of dues for the year 
in which his membership is to begin. 

5. On or before December 31 of each year, each student member shall pay to 
the Treasurer an annual fee as dues, in an amount fixed by vote of the Society 
on recommendation of the Executive Committee, this amount in any case to be 
less than the dues required of regular members in the same year. Except for the 
amount of dues, all the provisions of Section 3 shall apply also to student mem- 
bers. In the year after that in which a student member ceases to be a regularly 
enrolled student in a college or university, he shall become a regular member 
and shall be liable for the higher dues. 

6. Any regular member who has retired for age from the active exercise of his 
profession may, by vote of the Society on recommendation of the Executive Com- 
mittee, be relieved from the further payment of dues, without losing any of the 
rights of regular membership. 

7. Any regular member may become a life member by payment at one time, 
in addition to the dues for the current year, of a sum equivalent to twenty times 
the dues then in force, less half the amount already paid by him in annual dues. 
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8. Any regular member or life member may become a benefactor by payment 
at one time of a sum not less than fifty times the dues then in force. 

9. Any foreign scholar of distinction in linguistic studies, not resident in North 

America, may be elected an honorary member, on recommendation of the Execu- 
tive Committee, by a vote of five-sixths of the members present at the annual 
business session of the Society. The total number of honorary members shall not 
exceed twenty-five; and not more than three may be elected in any one year. 

10. Any library, institution, or business firm may become a subscribing mem- 
ber by payment of dues for the year in which its membership is to begin. Sub- 
scribing members shall pay annual dues in the same amount as regular members. 

11. The rights of membership are as follows. All members receive gratis the 
regular publications of the Society, comprising the journal LaNGuaGE and its 
Supplements (Language Monographs, Language Dissertations, and Bulletins 
of the Executive Committee). All members are entitled to a discount from the 
list price of the Society’s special publications, and from the price of regular 
publications in purchasing back numbers and additional copies, the size of the 
discount to be determined from time to time by the Treasurer. All members 
except subscribing members may submit articles, reviews, and longer works to 
the Committee on Publications, to be considered as possible contributions to 
the journal, the series of Language Monographs or Language Dissertations, or 
the series of special publications. All members except subscribing members may 
offer to the Executive Committee papers for oral presentation at meetings of 
the Society. Regular members, life members, and benefactors may participate 
in the annual business meetings of the Society, may vote in the Society’s elections, 
and may hold offices in the Society. Benefactors have the privilege of naming 
as their beneficiary a library which without further payment of dues shall be in 
perpetuity a subscribing member of the Society. 

12. The enjoyment of these rights is contingent upon the payment of annual 
dues as provided in Sections 3, 5, and 10, except that this requirement is waived 
for honorary members, benefactors, life members, regular members relieved from 
the further payment of dues in accordance with the provisions of Section 6, and 
subscribing members named as beneficiaries in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 11. 

13. The sums received by the Treasurer as fees of life members and benefactors 
shall be set aside as endowment, and shall be invested in interest-bearing se- 
curities, only the income thereof to be used for current expenses, including those 
of publication. The trustees of the endowment fund shall be the Treasurer and 
two other members of the Society appointed by the Executive Committee. 


ArticLe III. ADMINISTRATION 
1. The Officers shall be a President, a Vice-President, a Secretary, and a 
Treasurer 


2. There shall be an Executive Committee, composed of the above Officers 
and four other members of the Society, who shall serve for two years, two of 
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them being elected each year, and who shall be ineligible for immediate re-elec- 
tion. Between annual meetings of the Society the Executive Committee shall 
have power to take any action that the Society itself could take; but all its acts 
must be reported to the Society at the next annual meeting. The Secretary may 
on his own initiative, and shall at the request of any other member of the Com- 
mittee, ask the Executive Committee to vote upon specific questions by mail, 
and if a majority of the Committee shall vote by mail for or against any measure 
thus submitted that vote shall be decisive. All former officers and all persons who 
have been members of the Executive Committee within the last preceding five 
years shall have the right to attend meetings of the Executive Committee, but 
they shall not have the right to vote. If any member of the Executive Committee 
does not attend a meeting of the Committee, he may, by written proxy, appoint 
a member of the Society to attend and to vote in his stead. But no one person 
shall by virtue of holding proxies have the right to cast more than one vote. 

3. There shall be a Committee on Publications, which shall consist of the Edi- 
tor (who shall act as chairman) and three other members of the Society. One 
member of the Committee on Publications shall be elected at each annual meet- 
ing of the Society, and he shall serve for three years. 

4. There shall be a Nominating Committee consisting of three members, who 
shall serve for three years, one of them being elected each year. The member 
whose term is about to expire shall act as chairman. 

5. The Officers and the Editor shall be elected annually. All elections shall 
be conducted as follows: The Nominating Committee shall nominate one person 
for each position to be filled at the annual election, and the Secretary shall, at 
least two months before the annual meeting, mail to the membership notices of 
these nominations. At the same time he shall mail to the membership nomination 
blanks, with space for one nomination for each position to be filled. Any member 
may write the name of a member of the Society in each or any of these spaces, 
and mail the blank with his signature to the Secretary. If, in this way, as many 
as three nominate the same candidate for the same position, such candidate 
shall have equal standing with the one nominated by the Nominating Committee; 
but the names of the members who nominated him shall not be published by the 
Secretary. The Secretary shall inquire of each person nominated in either of 
the two ways just prescribed, whether he will serve if elected. Unless an affirma- 
tive reply is received from such a person, his name shall be stricken from the list 
of nominees. Additional nominations may be made from the floor, provided that 
each such nomination must be seconded by two members of the Society in order 
to be valid, and provided that evidence must be presented that such a nominee 
will serve if elected. If there are two or more nominees for any position, voting 
for that position shall be by secret ballot. 


ArtTicLE IV. Groups 


To meet the needs of scholars with specialized linguistic interests, Groups may 
be organized, on terms approved by the Executive Committee. The Society shall, 
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through its officers and members, cooperate with the Groups in the furtherance 
of their aims. 


ArTICLE V. MEETINGS 


1. There shall be an annual meeting of the Society, at such time and place as 
shall be determined at a previous meeting, or by the Executive Committee. 

2. The Executive Committee shall make all arrangements for the annual 
meetings. 

3. The Executive Committee may call special meetings. 

4. Titles and descriptions of papers to be read before the Society must be 
submitted to the Executive Committee beforehand, and their disposition of such 


papers, including a possible limitation of the time to be devoted to them, shall 
be final. 


ArTICLE VI. PuBLICATION 


1. The Committee on Publications shall have charge of all publications of the 
Society, and shall have power to order their publication upon certification of the 
Treasurer that sufficient money is available. 

2. Nothing in this Article shall prevent the publication of occasional bulletins 
by the Executive Committee. 


ArticLe VII. AMENDMENTS 
1. Amendments to this Constitution may be made by vote of two-thirds of the 


members present at any annual meeting of the Society, provided that a proposed 
amendment has been presented in writing to the Secretary, signed by at least 
three members of the Society, not less than four months before the meeting. 

2. The Secretary shall mail to the membership of the Society, at least one 
month before the annual meeting, the text of any proposed amendment that has 
been properly presented in accordance with Section 1 above.
